Mercury content down; 
smaller fish safe to eat 


The Department of Lands 
and Forests announces that 
fish from Moose Lake near 
Bonnyville, Alberta were 
retested for mercury con- 
tamination and the results 
have shown that all perch, 
and the walleye and pike 
(jackfish) that are smaller 
than 2 1/2 or 18 inches in 
length are below the 0.5 
parts per million level, The 
public is advised that fish 
under the 2 1/2 pound size 
or 18 inches in length are 
safe to use for food. 

A sample of 51 fish which 
included perch, walleye and 
pike (jackfish) was taken 
from a number of areas in 
Moose Lake and retested for 
mercury content, following 
the findings in early July 
that the mercury level ina 
small sample of fish had 
exceeded the safe level of 
0.5 parts per million of 
mercury, The results of the

The argument is very 
simple, ‘If you want the 
job, stay and work until I 
tell you to quit, or else I 
will replace you with some- 
one who will ask for no 
overtime and is willing to 
do the job, regardless of 
the time required to clean 
up after hours, for thesame 
wages, ’’ 

The minimum __ hourly 
wages are being ignored by 
many employers, who will 
hire teen-agers or {nexper- 
ienced help, and use them 
as full time employees, This 
process is repeated every 
three months, to keep pay
